sent of the provincial governments, 
and the Dominion government will be 
asked not to release liquor from bond 
to be shipped across the line.

Liquor commission told the conference 
that 00,000 gallons of hard liquor are 
In the province in warehouses; 125,- 
000 gallons In bonded warehouses, and 
40,000 gallons of alcohol held In bond 
by five companies.
